The total of 5,024 divorces registered 
in the 1994 calendar year is an 
increase of 370 over the previous 
calendar year and is the highest 
number yet recorded for Western 
Australia. December quarter 1994 
divorces rose slightly by 25 from 


September quarter. 


For December quarter 1994 there was 
a very large increase of 1,843 
marriages from September quarter 
1994 (as occurred in 1993). There 
was a decrease of 257 births and 276 
deaths from September quarter 1994. 
These figures illustrate a trend for 
more people to marry and less people 
to die during the spring and summer 
months. 


Infant deaths dropped by 10 from 
September quarter 1994. 


Analysis of Table 1.4 


Rates for live births, deaths and infant 
deaths dropped in December quarter 
1994. For marriages, the rate doubled 
from 3.43 in September quarter 1994 
to 7.72 in December, reflecting 
seasonal fluctuations.
